Southern Mines Must 
With Lewis Or 
Tomorrow 
Sign 
Face Tieup

WASHINGTON (Pl — Dixie’s soft 
coal operators meet today to de­ 
cide whether to face a certain 
strike tomorrow or bow to contract 
term s laid down by John L. Lewis. 
As has been the case on several 
past occasions the Southern own­ 
ers were up against an accom­ 
plished fact: Lewis had a fat con­ 
tract with the rest of the industry 
already tucked away in his pocket.

Pay Boost 11.90 A Day 


So the 29-member Board of Di­ 
rectors of the Southern Coal Pro­ 
ducers Association convene with a 
choice of a strike or accepting the 
same term s—a $1.90 a day pay 
boost and a 10-cent-a-ton royalty 
Increase. 
Lewis. 72-year old president of 
the United Mine Workers, signed 
the new one-year agreem ent tate 
yesterday with Harry Moses, rep­ 
resenting Northern bituminous op­ 
erators. Western mines had agreed 
in advance to take whatever Moses 
negotiated.

The new contract term s shove 
the m iners’ basic daily wage up to 
$18.25 and the royalty to 40 cents 
a ton. Estim ated to yield about 
180 million dollars a year under 
the 
increased 
rate, 
the 
royalty 
goes to the union's welfare fund 
to pay for m iners’ pensions and 
other benefits.

with enthusiastic shouts of approv­ 
al by the overwhelming m ajority 
of the American people, and even 
by the Republican leadership.” 
Danger From Within 
But now, he added, the Repub­ 
licans “ attem pt to make you be­ 
lieve that It was almost an act 
of treason.” 
“ But what do you think they 
would be saying now if we had not 
stopped the enemy in Korea, if 
Japan was threatened and if E ast 
Asia was falling bit by bit to the 
enem y?” he added. “ Would they 
not now be saying that H arry Tru­ 
man and Joseph Stalin were boy­ 
hood friends in Outer Mongolia?” 
He said that “ the Republican 
leadership is now telling us that 
‘the danger to this nation is from 
within, not from without. The dan­ 
ger lies not in Moscow, but in 
Washington. Your enemy is not 
Joseph Stalin, but H arry Trum an, 
or even

W e ve Heard Enough Of Expense 
Funds; Real Issues Need Debate 
wE agree with Sen. Fulbright that far 
too much attention is being directed 
to the expense accounts and the financial 
background of the presidential candidates 
and not enough to the real issues of the 
campaign. 


There has been nothing that 
has 
de­ 
veloped in the present cam paign to give 
any indication that the candidates—-Stev­ 
enson and Sparkm an on the Democratic 
side, Eisenhower and Nixon on the Re­ 
publican side—are 
dishonest 
politicians. 
On the contrary, their own backgrounds 
are well enough known to indicate that 
they are men of integrity. 
One of the real issues of this campaign 
concerns corruption in governm ent, it is 
true, and as such it is proper that some 
attention be devoted to how these men 
have conducted their own 
financial 
af­ 
fairs. But it can be overdone and it is be­ 
ing overdone in this election campaign. 


This Is Glorious 
Season For U. P. 
'T 'H IS is the Upper Peninsula's most glor­ 
ious season. The brilliant colors of the 
fall forest foliage are an annual spectacle 
that delies description and it is one of the 
things that U pper Peninsula natives great­ 
ly miss w hen they move to other regions. 
O ur sum m er tourist season attracts the 
most visitors and brings in the most tour­ 
ist dollars. Of course, w e do have plenty 
to offer our sum m er guests. 
Delightful 
clim ate, beautiful scenery, friendly hospi­ 
tality and excellent fishing. 
But our fall season is by far the most 
glorious. It is unfortunate th at the thous­ 
ands of persons who visit us in the sum ­ 
m er cannot return in the fall to witness 
the panoram a of n atu re’s changing colors 
as the forests prepare for the approaching 
w inter.

Let s get on with a discussion of the 
m ore vital issues in the campaign, such as 
how the respective candidates view 
the 
problem s of taxation, 
federal 
spending 
foreign policy, inflation and, of course, in 
fluence-peddling and corruption in 
gov 
em inent. 


Unfortunately, Sen. Fulbright’s 
state 
m ent that he believes too much attention 
has already been directed to the probing 
of the candidates' expense accounts lost 
its effectiveness when Fulbright added ad 
ditional fuel to the flames 
by 
charging 
that N ixon’s radio and television explana 
lion of his special fund “left a false im 
pression”. He charged that N ixon’s C hrist­ 
mas card expenses never 
could 
be 
or 
should be paid by the taxpayers. And, of 
course, they never w ere so there is no is­ 
sue there. 
The last month of the presidential cam­ 
paign logically should be devoted to the 
fundam ental issues of the campaign. The 
Republicans will m ake 
a 
big 
mistake, 
perhaps a fatal mistake, if 
they 
perm it 
these issues to be cast aside to engage in 
fu rth er wrangling on 
expense 
accounts 
and financial statem ents of the candidates 
The im portant issue 
is 
w hether 
the 
Dem ocrats, in office for 20 
years, 
have 
handled the problems of the nation effici­ 
ently and well or w hether the Republicans 
can do a better job.

IT’S GROWING 
(Iron Mountain News) 
Two years ago there w ere 15 
units 
of 
the League of Women Voters in Michigan; 
today there are 29. 
Two years ago there was only one unit 
in the Upper Peninsula, at Iron Mountain. 
Today there are four—at Escanaba, Me­ 
nominee, M arquette and Iron 
Mountain, 
w ith another coming up soon at Powers. 
The League is growing in both m em ber­ 
ship and stature. 
This, and much more about the League, 
was m ade clear here yesterday during the 
first regional conference ever held in the 
Upper 
Pninsula. 
Iron 
M ountain 
was 
chosen for the session because, as 
indi­ 
cated above, this city pioneered the League 
in the U. P. and has done an impressive 
job in encouraging other communities to 
get into it. 
The discussion emphasized among other 
things, that a principal purpose 
of 
the 
League is to develop a w ider area of in­ 
form ation and a more active citizen-parti- 
cipation in the affairs of governm ent. It 
sound’s easy, reading it 
like 
that, 
but 
th e ie ’s much more to it. And here, we be­ 
lieve, is precisely the point on which the 
League should—and undoubtedly 
will— 
build a more intensive program of public 
relations, for there is 
still 
considerable 
confusion outside the League 
about 
its 
speciiic objectives. 
The League is comparatively young, ana 
adm its it. It is also em barked on a critical 
task which, iii some respects, reaches di­ 
rectly into the family group with a pro­ 
gram of civic education designed to foster 
a more inform ed—and thus a more effec­ 
tive—citizenship, 
while 
m aintaining

strict political 
neutrality 
and 
guarding 
against intervention. It’s a neat trick

WASHINGTON — General Eisenhower 
commented ruefully on how 
easily 
the 
public changes its mind and 
cracked 
a 
joke about southern prejudice 
and 
the 
Pope at his private luncheon w ith M ary­ 
land's Governor Theodore “The 
M outh” 
McKeldin. 
The two men and 
their 
wives 
were 
served behind the guarded doors of Eisen­ 
hower’s private car, which comes equip­ 
ped with its own kitchen . and a special 
chef to cater to the general’s tastes. 
As the campaign train clickety-clacked 
across M aryland, Ike got to m using about 
his evangelical 
running 
mate, 
Senator 
Dick Nixon. The general rem arked that 
public opinion on 
Nixon 
had 
reversed 
overnight, and drew a comparison 
with 
the late General George Patton. Ike re­ 
called that Patton had been 
a 
national 
heel after he slapped a hospitalized G. I., 
then overnight became a national hero as 
he drove spectacularly through Germ any. 
“And both of them had tears in their 
eyes when I met them ,” said Eisenhower. 
This rem inded McKeldin of a m an who 
had been bitterly opposed to Patton until 
he learned that old “Blood and G uts” was 
a Virginian. After that the Virginian be­ 
came a Patton rooter. 
“That rem inds me,” said 
(he 
general, 
still munching on an after-dinner apple, 
about a confused Virginian who had been 
listening 
to 
anti-Catholic 
propaganda 
against Al Sm ith the 1928 campaign. “ ‘I’m 
going to vote against this fellow Sm ith,’ 
argued the Virginian, ‘to keep Mr. Pope 
from running the country.’ 
‘But.’ argued a Democratic politician, 
‘Mr. Pope is m arried to a lady from Vir­ 
ginia.’ 
‘Oh, well, then, that'* different,’ repli­ 
ed the southerner.” 
Note: Mamie Eisenhower had little to 
say during the luncheon, except to com­ 
ment that they were both having a good 
time but w ere in bad need of a rest. 
HARMONY TALK 
The Eisenhow’er-Nixon talk was an ex­ 
trem ely healthy thing from the point of 
iew of 
Republican 
harm ony, 
because 
signs of bad blood had been developing 
betwen the two top GOP running-m ates. 
Newspaperm en covering the Nixon trip 
either ignored it or played the story down. 
However. Nixon s aides were 
boiling 
at 
Eisenhower 
for 
even 
entertaining 
the 
thought that he be dropped from the ticket. 
That was w’hy Nixon deliberately ignored 
the general’s telegram requesting him to 
see him “at once.” 
Instead, the potential next 
vice-presi­ 
dent of the United States flew not to the 
Eisenhower train but to Missoula, Mont. 
And when newsmen queried 
the 
Nixon 
entourage in Los Angeles as to why he 
w asn’t going to see Ike im m ediately, N ix­ 
on’s press secretary Jam es Bassett bluntly 
replied: “We are going to M ontana.” 
Nixon’s strategy was first to show that 
he was not a boy candidate to be pushed 
around: second, to let public sentim ent 
build up in favor of keeping him on the 
ticket. 
Furtherm ore, it was no 
accident 
that 
Nixon asked his listeners to send telegram s 
1o the Republican 
National 
Committee, 
not to the general. He knew its mem bers, 
most of them 
professionals, 
would 
be 
much m ore 
sym pathetic. 
Also 
N ixon’s 
staff m ade it all too clear to 
the 
new s­ 
paperm en around them that they bitterly 
resented 
the 
general’s 
telegram 
from 
Cleveland that “my personal decision will 
be based on a personal conclusion.” 
PERSONAL MEETING 
Press Secretary Bassett has been one of 
the most zealous Nixon aides, and was 
one of those who virtually took the tele­ 
phone away from his chief in 
Portland, 
Ore., to tell Senator Seaton of Nebraska 
aboard the Eisenhower train that Ike ad­ 
visers should get some backbone. This was 
why Bassett was brought into the picture 
when the two candidates finally m et at 
Wheeling. 
Originally it was arranged 
for 
Eisen­ 
hower and Nixon to meet in rooms 
782 
and 784 in W heeling’s McClure hotel. Mrs. 
Eisenhower and her elderly m other, Mrs 
Dowd, were dowm the hall in rooms 790 
792, while the security guard was in room 
780 next to the general. However, when 
the two candidates learned of the crowds 
outside the hotel, the two men went to the 
special train instead.

Attacks of Rheumatic Fever 


May Follow Throat Infections

For many yeais rheum atic 
fever 
has 
been one of the principal causes of heart 
disease. Altnough it is too soon 
to 
say 
'hat rheum atic fever has been conquered, 
great forward steps have taken place in 
the last few years. 
One of these advances is in the field 
ol prevention of attacks. Many attacks of 
rheum atic level 
follow infections of the 
uppei bieathm g passageways 
or 
throat, 
with germs called streptococci. 
Poi this reason, it has been suspected 
loi many years that if some m ethod could 
be developed for stopping these strepto­ 
coccic infections it might be possible 
to 
forestall at least some of the attacks oi 
rheumatic fever. 
Thi' has been found to be 
true. 
The 
discovery ol the sulpha drugs and the an­ 
tibiotics, including i>enicillin, has provided 
powerful new weapons against the strep­ 
tococcus. 
Many cl these preparations have now 
been tried in various combinations and 
dose* in place* where both streptococcic 
infections and rheumatic fever were par­ 
ticularly bad. The results are 
most 
en­ 
couraging. 
For those who have had one attack of 
ihcumatic fever, or who are particularly 
vulnerable, these preparations lessen the 
risk of further attack* and the dancer of 


developing serious heart disease. 
The other hopeful development lies in 
the discovery of and 
work 
now 
being 
done on cortisone and 
AUTH, 
both 
of 
which have been discussed iii this column. 
There seems little doubt that eithei of 
these substances, if given to a person suf­ 
fering from active rheum atic fever, will 
bring a rather quick and rem arkable im­ 
provem ent in most of the symptoms—joint 
swelling, pain and fever. 
It is not known yet, however, w hether 
they will 
prevent 
the 
development 
of 
heart disease, because this can be found 
out only after a long period of observa­ 
tion. 
EARLY DIAGNOSIS VITAL 
Of course, there are also many tilings to 
find out about how much of them to give, 
when is ’he best tim e to give them, about 
possible undesirable side effects and other 
problem s. But even what is known now 
gives hope that both prevention and im­ 
proved treatm ent of rheum atic fever are 
really here. 
In order to get Hie most out of the ad­ 
vancing knowledge parents 
should 
re­ 
m em ber that early diagnosis is im portant. 
Sym ptom s which are suspicious in either 
children or grownups should not be ignor­ 
ed, lost 
serious 
heart 
disease 
develop 
which might have been avoided.

NEA W ashington Correspondent 
WASHINGTON— (NEA»—It often 
happens that, when a reporter is 
not able to trace down rum ors to 
their source and effectually dis­ 
pose of them one way or another, a 
direct inquiry to 
“ headquarters” 
may bring out a reply,

That is all that happened in con­ 
nection with the story which Re­ 
publican 
Vice-Presidential 
Can­ 
didate Richard Nixon 
authorized 
me to publish last week regarding 
a fund of some $17,000 which had 
been raised 
by a 
com m ittee 
in 
Southern California, to help 
pay 
Nixon’s political expenses. 
As related by Nixon in his tele­ 
vision and 
radio broadcast Tues­ 
day night, 
I asked 
him about 
rum ors of such a 
fund 
Sunday 
night, Sept. 14, 
after I had ap 
peared with him on another tele­ 
vision program . 
His answer, as 
ihe Senator reported to the entire 
country, 
was that “ there w'as no 
secret about it.’ 
And, as he said 
over the air, 
he fold 
me Dana 
Smith of Pasadena 
was admini­ 
strator of the fund, 
and how to 
reach Smith. 
On Monday, 
Sept. 15. 
I tele­ 
phoned Smith in 
Pasadena from 
Washington. 
Nixon 
had said, as 
related in my story, 
that he did 
not personally know much about 
the details of the fund since Smith 
handled it, but that Smith would 
tell me. He did. 
I first heard the rum or around 
the Conrad 
Hilton 
Hotel during 
the Republican National Conven­ 
tion. 
It was to the effect 
that a 
.ffroup of IOO Southern 
California 
businessmen had each contributed 
$200 to give, Nixon a supplemental 
salary of $20,000 per year. My first 
nclination was to dismiss it 
as

about it. They said they had never 
heard of such a fund.

to about it was Jim Bassett, now 
Nixon s press secretary. 
He was

Angeles Mirror. I had known him 
a long time. 
He had covered Nix­ 
on s campaigns and knew South­ 
ern California 
politics.

ne 
said he had never heard the story. 


Bassett had an idea the rumor 
might be a confused and warped 
version of the activities 
of 
the 
Southland Committee. 
This 
was 
a group of Republicans who raised 
money to 
support 
various politi­ 
cal candidates 
during their cam ­ 
paigns. 


Hack in Washington, 
after 
the 
Democratic Convention, 
I 
founa 
awaiting me a letter from a Cali­ 
fornia editor 
which commended 
to my attention this 
young Cali­ 
fornia Senator 
whom he 
knew 
well. 
I wrote 
for 
more information 
about Nixon 
and 
mentioned the 
rum or that had been prevalent 
in 
Chicago. 
A 
very 
full l e t t e r 
about Nixon’s rise was received in 
reply. It told about a “ fact-find­ 
ing 
committee W'hich had scouted 
the district to find a candidate for 
Congress, and how they had final­ 
ly picked young Dick Nixon. 
It was never ‘a 
group of loo 
businessm en’ who would rule 
or 
ruin,” the letter said. 
I wrote to other California edi­

California 
newspaper 
men 
and 
other Californians about it. One of 
them called to my attention an 
organization 
known as “ Republi­ 
can Associates.”

political candidates. So this w asn’t 
it. 
AU this time. Nixon was on the 
road, campaigning. There was no 
chance to put the 
question 
di­ 
rectly up to him. 
Then I noted 
that the 
Senator 
was to return 
to Washington after his New Eng­ 
land trip and decided to make a 
point of seeing him personally. By 
this time I had become convinced 
there was nothing to it. 
Meantime, I was asked to be on 
the panel of four reporters ques­ 
tioning Nixon on “ Meet the Press. ' 
I had no chance to question him 
before the program went on the 
air. 
And I couldn’t very well ask 
him publicly if he was accepting a 
second salary when I had nothing 
that confirmed the rum or. 
So I 
had to wait until 
after the show 
to ask any questions. 
I then told hun that this rumor 
was still kicking 
around, 
and 
asked him what there was to it. 
“ Is that the story you asked Jim 
Bassett about?” he asked me with 
a smile. I told him it was. 


Without a m om ent's hesitation, 
he then told me that 
the 
rumor 
as I had 
it was all wrong. 
But 
there was a story there, 
and 
it 
would be all right for me to use 
»t. He 
didn’t attem pt to duck the 
question in any way. 
He said, however, that he didn’t 
have all the facts himself. 
There 
was a 
group of 
people in Cali­ 
fornia who had helped hun meet 
some of the extra expenses of run­ 
ning his office. 
The treasurer of 
the fund was Dana Smith of Pasa­ 
dena, 
It would be perfectly 
all 
light for me to call him and get 
the details. 
Nixon said he didn’t know who 
any of the contributors were and 
he had made no effort to find out. 
They had 
never asked hun for 
anything. 
He never handled 
any of 
the 
money himself. 
He just sent the 
bills fey agreed-upon expenses to 
California and they were paid by 


Smith. 
The Senator did caution me oil 
two points if a fair and objective 
story was to be written. 
The first was that he had never 
put his wife on the payroll,

“Analysis of the most recent data from 
this study reveals a greatly reduced dental 
decay attack rate both in the prim ary and 
perm anent teeth of the children of Grand 
Rapids consuming the 
fluoride 
supple­ 
mented w ater since January, 1945, when 
the study was initiated. 
“Reduction as high as 53 per cent in 
the primary dentition and 66 per cent In 
the permanent teeth of six year 
old* 
have been obtained. Some benefit in de? 
creasing amount has accrued *o children 
examined in the older age groups.” 
Convinced that fluoridation is desirable 
from the standpoint of dental health, the 
Departm ent adds: 
“The local dental and medical profes­ 
sions should be included in all discussions 
and their aproval is desirable before ap­ 
plying for permission to fluoridate.” 
Note: The Delta County Dental Society 
is already on record endorsing fluoridation 
to the Escanaba City Council.

reach the goal. 
But Western diplomats say there 
isn’t a chance that Stalin’s hopes 
will be realized. There have been 
too m any changes since 1933. The 
war upped U. S. industrial strength 
to a point where, even if its cur-; 
rent output of steel stood still, it 
would take Russia at least until 
1965 to catch up. 
Life of Abundance 
How then can Russia hope to 
surpass the United States economi­ 
cally? 
The 
Cominform 
ediorials 
give 
an answer to that. They lay down 
a policy which Moscow apparently 
hopes will carry Russia to a “life 
of 
abundance 
for 
the 
Soviet 
people.” That policy includes: 


I 
I. A feverish effort to increase 
production in Russia’s satellites. 
2. Attempts at co-operation and 
trade, with the West to help the 
Soviet econom y. 
3. Radical expansion of R ussia’s 
heavy industry and of electrifica­ 
tion. 
Of the buildup of satellite in­ 
dustrialization 
Western 
experts 
have no doubts. A directive to the 
October party congress in Moscow 
calls for its “further consolidation 
and extension.” 
Angling For Trade 
“But,” said a Western diplomat, 
“ the output of these lands in no 
way m atches that of Western coun­ 
tries allied with the United States. 
Even with the industrialization of 
China, they won’t catch up for de­ 
cades.” 
On the subject of co-operation 
and trade with the West, the Co­ 
minform editorials have been busi­ 
ly 
reviving 
Stalin’s oft-repeated 
statem ents 
that 
capitalism 
and 
socialism can live and trad* to­ 
gether. 
The Cominform editorials 
also 
have indirectly admitted that with­ 
out a big increase in Russia’s in­ 
dustrialization, there is not much 
chance

over.

Now Is a Good 
Time to Stock Up 
On Canned Goods 
Right now is a good tim e to find 
especially good buys 
in 
canned 
fruits and vegetables, says Mary 
Bodwell, food economist 
for 
the 
agricultural economics departm ent 
at Michigan State College. 
September and October is us­ 
ually the tim# 
when 
processors 
and distributors are beginning to 
sell their new fruit and vegetable 
packs. The retailer m ust clear his 
shelves to handle the new pack and 
feature fall sales of canned foods 
Many families who have dry and 
relatively cool storage place plan 
to lay in a considerable part of 
their fall and winter canned food 
requirem ents. 
Read the Labels 
Costs of many canned food items 
are a little higher than a year ago 
but there are many good bargains 
among them—to find these 
bar­ 
gains the food shopper must learn 
to read the labels and know what 
is in the can. The law requires 
that all labels m ust indicate the 
nam e of the product, the nam e and 
address of the processor 
or 
dis- 
the net contents. If 
m ixture, all the 
ingredients m ust be listed on the 
label. 
The label on canned fruits and 
vegetables must also indicate the 
style of pack, the variety 
when 
that is im portant and if syrup is 
used, the sweetness of the syrup 
Other information can 
appear 
on the label which will prove help­ 
ful. Such items as to the number 
of cups of food, the num ber 
servings and methods of prepara 
lion may also be found on the label 
and be a guide to buying. 
Use Has Increased 
The 1952 pack of canned fruits 
is expected to be about IO per cent 
•m ailer than last y ear’s pack but 
because of the carry-over from the

Parole Board 
Task Explained 


An explanation of the duties of 
the v ork of the Michigan Board1 
of Parole and a defense for that 
body with respect to some of the 
unfavorable publicity it has re­ 
ceived since the recent Jackson 
prison riot, were central themes 
of ar address given by Ross Pas- 
coe. board secretary at the Mon­ 
day noon luncheon of the Manis­ 
tique Rotary club. 
Pascoe, a member of the board 
for the past fifteen years and sec­ 
retary for ten years, protested as 
untrue, a widely circulated claim 
that reluctance on the part of the 
board to grant paroles had caused 
prisoners to become 
so discour­ 
aged and cynical that 
they 
re­ 
sorted to riot to acquaint the pub­ 
lic with their lot. 
Liberal With Paroles 
The speaker claimed that con­ 
trary 
to 
such 
assertions, 
the 
Michigan prison parole system is 
one of the most liberal in 
the 
country, exceeded 
only by 
the 
state of New York. Every prisoner, 
when he begins serving sentence, 
is allotted a certain time when he 
shall become eligible for parole, 
the speaker said. Some prisoners 
are not eligible as soon as othei’s, 
due to the nature of their crimes 
—sex perverts and habitual crim­ 
inals. he said, cannot expect par­ 
ole as soon as those committed for 
crimes of other sorts. He said that 
those who had brought on the riot 
should not be given the right to 
dictate what policy should govern 
the parole board. 
Many Parole Applications 
The speaker stated that in the

Football And Schools 
Introducing M ilokna and Gus- 
idlson. Folio com m ented on over­ 
emphasis of football in some high 
schools and colleges. 
“I tear that in some com m uni- 
1 jes the tail is allowed to wag the 
dog.” Folio said. “There football 
is more im portant to the 
com­ 
munity than the school curricu­ 
lum. 
“Football has a place in 
the 
school program , but the com m un­ 
ity must help if it is to be given 
its proper perspective. We have 
searched for coaches who believe. 
as we do. that this perspective be 
must m aintained.” 
The president of the Escanaba 
Board of

said

“even the curbstone quarterbacks 
say we can be proud of our team 
in its recent gam e at M enominee.” 
More Than Winning 
Milokna cam e to Escanaba from 
Kingsford High School w here he 
served as local football and bask­ 
etball coach. He is a native

Ironwood, a graduate of Superior 
State Teachers College,

ceived his m aster's degree in phy­ 
sical education at University 
of 
Wisconsin. 
Sum m arizing 
the 
relationship 
of football to the school 
educa­ 
tional program , Folio said: 
“The im portant thing is the boy 
and w hat he learns from football. 
It is not in w inning games—but in 


training boys to become 
better 
m en.” 
Gustafson, assistant coach, is a 
native 
of 
N orthern 
Michigan, 
played football at N ew berry High 
School, and at N orthern Michigan 
College of Education, M arquette, 
w as recognized for his outstand­ 
ing personality and character as 
w ell as his record as an athlete, 
Folio said. 
Boys Come First 
With the use of a 
blackboard, 
M ilokna outlined the system used 
by the

A building on Mackinac Island, 
where the blast of a musket saved 
a million lives, is being restored 
by Michigan’s doctors of medicine 
and will be given to the people of 
the state as an historical mem­ 
orial. 
Within a year the M. D.s ol 
Michigan plan to restore the ori­ 
ginal 
American 
F ur 
Company 
stere where a French-Canadian 
voyageur was accidentally wound­ 
ed in his side in 1822. The wound 
left an opening in the man’s stom­ 
ach through which William Beau­ 
mont, M. D., a surgeon at Fort 
Mackinac, could observe the action 
of the gastric juices. 
An original painting, depicting a 
phase of this outstanding medical 
discovery, was presented to the 
Michigan State Medical Society by 
Wyeth, Incorporated, a Philadel- 
phis pharmaceutical firm, on Sep­ 
tember 23, while the medical so­ 
ciety is conducting its 1952 annual 
scientific and business meeting in 
Detroit. 
It will later be hung in 
the memorial to Dr. Beaumont. 
The presentation was 
made 
by 
Stuart V. Smith, vice-president of 
Wyeth Incorporated. 
The paint­ 
ing was accepted by Otto O. Beck, 
M. D., Birmingham, president of 
the Michigan State Medical So­ 
ciety. 
Dean Cornwell is Artist 


The painting, “Beaumont and 
St. Martin”, will be unveiled by 
Mrs. George L. Stokes, of Flint, 
great grandniece of Dr. Beaumont. 
It is one in a series commissioned 
by Wyeth 
Incorporated 
entitled 


"Pioneer in American Medicine”. 
The artist is Dean Cornwell. 
Cornwell ranks among the first 
of American muralists. 
Two of 
his outstanding murals, completed 
since 1924, includes 16 panels de­ 
picting “A Pageant of California’s 
History” and are in the Los An­ 
geles Public Library. Four other 
panels of a mural are in the New 
County Court House at Nashville. 
The story of Dr. Beaumont’s im­ 
portant medical discovery began 
on June 19, 1822 when the ugly 
rumble of a musket crescendoed 
through the boisterous voices of 
trappers and traders crowded into 
the 
American 
Fur 
Company’s 
store on Mackinac Island. 
As the sound echoed against the 
stone walls of 
the 
building, 
a 
startled young 
French-Canadian 
voyageur grasped his life side arid 
crumpled to the hob-nail scarred 
floor. 
The voyageur s name was 
Alexis St. Martin. 
Dr Beaumont was hastily sum­ 
moned from the 
Fort. 
He 
did 
what he could to repair the gasp­ 
ing wound in St. Martin’s side 
even though he was certain the 
young voyageur could 
not 
live 
through the day. 
But St. Martin lived with a hole 
in his side. 
St. Martin lived with 
a gastrict fistula through 
which 
Dr. Beaumont could study the ac­ 
tion of the 
stomach’s 
digestive 
process as well as determining the 
role of emotion in digestion 
Monumental Experiments 
His experiments on the gastric 
juices are monumental in the his­ 
tory of medicine.

little was known of how food was 
digested. 
With painstaking care Dr. Beau­ 
mont recorded 51 inferences un­ 
covered in his experiments. While 
his 
laboratory 
equipment 
was 
crude, his observations and inter­ 
pretations were keen and clear— 
mileposts in experimental medi­ 
cine. 
These observations were 
passed on to other men of science 
—doctors of 
medicine—so 
that 
more of them might know more 
about the mysteries of the human 
body. 
Dr. Beaumont's contributions to 
medical science rank with Har­ 


vey's discovery of the circulation 
of blood and are rated above the 
famed experiments by Ivan Pe- 
trovitch Pavlov which contribut­ 
ed to knowledge of the physiology 
of digestion. 
The construction of the memor­ 
ial to Dr. Beaumont on Mackinac 
Island is being made possible by 
contributions of Michigan’s doc­ 
tors of medicine. 
An initial con­ 
tribution for the purchase of the 
land was made by Parke, Davis

Cooperation is also 
being extended to the project by 
the Mackinac Island State Park 
Commission with the support of 
William F.

road scrapers and an earth mover. 
The project, organized 
by the 


Ludington Chamber of Commerce, 
was known as “Operation 
Face ^ 
lift.” 
Early in the summer, the state 
announced a plan to set up a pris­ 
on camp near the state park, with 
prisoners doing me clean-up work. 
Local groups and individuals ob­ 
jected, and the state dropped the 
project. 
So “Operation Facelift’ 
became the method of expressing 
appreciation—and getting the work 
done.
